The Willard Pium. 


The Willard Plum was ripe and gathered 
at Geneva, N. Y., on July 15th. So far as 
tested, this variety is superior to any of 
the very early Japanese sorts for market: 
When it dawns upon us that this unique 
variety is three to four weeks earlier than 
Wild Goose, and four to five weeks earlier 
than Bradshaw, we begin to understand 
what a marked influence this plum will 
have upon the plum market. 

It is one of the wonders in fruit culture, 
as suprising as was the sudden appear- 
ance of the Alexander peach. 

This is a variety of which every lot or 
‘and owner shouid have at least from 
two to a dozen trees, and if the agents and 
retailers will see to it that they are sup- 
plied, there will be a demand for many 
thousands of these trees. The orchard- 
ists who are quick to see the profits to be 
made in marketing a plum of such pre- 
cocious earliness, of good size and brill- 
iant crimson color, will call for many 
thousands more. It is one of the health- 
iest and hardiest trees among the Japa- 
nese plums, which, as a class, are so re- 
markable for health and vigor. 

Mr. Willard favored us with a basket of 
these plums, and we have made the text 
of this communication. 


Improved Russian Mulberries. 


We have received several descriptions 
of superior varieties of Russian Mulber- 
ries, and we have no doubt that some of 
them are well worthy of cultivation. One 
variety sent us by Mr. J. T. Barnes, 
Beloit, Kansas, measured a little over an 


‘inch in length, and five placed side by 
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side measured two inches. Another vari- 
ety reported by Mr. A.D. Field, Indianola, 
Iowa, measures three-fourths of an inchin 
length and a half inch in diameter, rang- 
ing about the size of the Snyder Black- 
berry. We would like to hear from any 
one who knows of a variety superior to 
these. 


News Oriental Plums. 


The present year we have tested upon 
our Orchard and Garden experimental 
grounds several of the recent introduc- 
ductions from Japan. The following notes 
upon their behavior will give our im- 
pressions of their value in North Texas, 
so far aS one season can test them: 

Sweet Botan, or Abundance: Tree a 
free grower, of upright habit; leaf large, 
somewhat resembling the European type; 
very subject to the attack of leaf-eating 
insects—much more so than native Chick- 
asa types. The fruit is large, obovate, 
when ripe a reddish purple, with yellow 
ground, flesh yellow, sweet and of excel- 
lent flavor; bears profusely, and when 
uninjured by frosts the crop will be so 
great that support will be necessary to 
prevent limbs breaking under their load. 
This is more necessary as the wood is 
rather brittle as compared with the 
Chickasas. The fruit isnot exempt from 
the attack of the curculios, and borers are 
as fond of the root as of the peach. 

Burbank is another plum of Japanese 
origin, or more correctly, a seedling pro- 
duced from the seed of an Oriental. In 
appearance the leaf and fruit resemble 
the Botan. but the form assumed by the 
tree is quite dissimilar. Burbank is 
somewhat spreading in its habit, and 
irregular, after the fashion of the Chinese 
Cling peach. The fruit is somewhat 
larger than the Botan, and ripens about 
the same time—from June 15 to July 1. 
If the clever Japs had given us nothing 
else, they would in these two plums have 
conferred a lasting benefit upon Southern 
horticulturists. We can unreservedly 
recommend the planting of these plums as 
a market crop, with confidence they will 
prove more profitable than any other yet 
fully tested in Texas. 

The Ogon is another plum of much 
promise, its late blooming habit com- 
mending it, but as it has only fruited 
sparingly this year, we cannot yet pass an 
opinion of its merit. 

The Satsuma, like the Kelsey, blooms 
too early to be of any value in North 
Texas. In the coast country it may be 


valuable. Though blooming with great 
profusion this year, it failed to mature a 
single specimen. We shall give it another 
year’s trial, and if it does no better we 
shall discard it.—Texas Farm and Ranch. 


Testing the Age of Trees by the 
Rings of Wood. 


Mr. Thos. H. Douglas, of Waukegan, 
Ills., sends some facts in connection with 
observations in California, made on many 
different coniferous trees in which the age 
was exactly known, and in almost all the 
cases the rings of wood were in excess of 
the known age. In no case, however, 
according to the figures which he gives, 
were any of the number of rings double 
the age of the trees, and Mr. Douglas 
seems to account for this by the fact, that 
in some seasons, trees will make two 
growths, and he sees no reason for believ- 
ing why, two starts of growth in the 
branches the same season, there may not 
be two corresponding circles of wood. 
The writer of this paragraph has never 
been satisfied that those who have advoca- 
ted the growth of more than one ring of 
wood a year, had made a careful and ac- 
curate observation that warranted their 
deduction; but after reading the careful 
statements made by Mr. Douglas it does 
seem perfectly clear that more than one 
circle of wood can be added to the trunk 
in some seasons. It will not do, therefore, 
to count too closely the age of a tree from 
the concentric circles in any case where a 
tree is likely to make two growths a year. 
It may be noted that in the vicinity of 
Philadelphia the strong branches on the 
English oak, frequently make three 
rhythms of growth a year, and the apple 
also has two cycles of longitudinal growth 
in almost all their branches. Nursery- 
men who are continuously planting and 
cutting down trees, the ages of which are 
well known, ought to be able to settle this 
question.—Meehan’s Monthly 


Pecan Acreage in Florida. 


Pecan growing in Florida has become 
in some parts an established industry, 
from which large returns are expected as 
the years goby. It is stated by theSouth 
Florida Home, that there are now cultiva- 
ted in that State about 4,769 acres of pe- 
cans, comprising 103,463 bearing trees. 
The number of trees not yet of bearing age is 
given at 125,373. Santa Rosa county shows a 
large part of the cultivated groves, the acreage 
reported being 3,046 acres with 70,352 bearing 
trees and 75,756 non-bearing trees. Citrus coun- 
ty has 760 acres in pecans,comprising 36,480 trees 
and Volusia county scores 186 acres and 6,072 
trees

sum greater than that originally received for 
said trees, etc., that shall prove untrue. 

ACCEPTANCE.—Notice should be sent us by tel- 
egraph, at our expense, if there is any cause of 
complaint,or should the trees be refused, stating 
reasons. Claims for deduction, from whatever 
cause, will receive consideration only when made 
promptly upon the receipt of the trees. If trees 
show any signs of shrivelling upon arrival, they 
can usually be restored by being thoroughly 
watered and buried entirely under the ground 
for two or three days. Should there be any frost 
in the trees upon arrival, they should not be 
removed from the box until the frost is all out 
The box should be placed in the cellar or pro.
